HOUSE OK'S STIFF PENALTIES 
FOR NARCOTICS PEDDLING 


WASHINGTON, June 21 
(AP)—By unanimous vote the 
House passed and sent to the 
Senate yesterday a bill dras- 
tically stiffening penalties for 
narcotic and marihuana ped- 
dling. 

The bill by Representative 
Hale Boggs (Dem.) Louisiana, 
doubles present maximum sen- 
tences for illegal narcotic traf- 
fic to a top of 40 years, in- 
creases maximum fines to $20,- 
000, and denies probation or 
suspension of sentences for 
covicted violators 

Under existing law, violators 
are generally liable to 2-to-5 
year jail sentences for first 
offenses, 5-to-10 years for 
second offenses, and 10-to-20 
years for subsequent offenses. 
Fines do not exceed $2000. 

The Senate passed a bill ear- 
lier which decreed death for 
offenders in some circum- 
stances. The conflicting ver- 
sions must now go to confer- 
ence.

Eyes on 1959 


At last the House Rules Committee has_lifted 
the barrier which for so many weeks blocked 
action on the school aid bill. By a vote of 
8 to 3, two Southern Democrats and one Re- 
publican dissenting, the bill has been cleared 
for House consideration’ possibly next week. 
When they vote, House members should keep 
their eyes on Septemper 1959, and their 
thoughts on some 4,500,000 children who will 
be growing to school age during the interven- 
ing three years. 

By September 1959, according to conservative 
estimates, the nation at the present rate of 
school construction will be short at least 150,000 
classrooms. This would mean inadequate facili- 
ties for 4,500,000 children. 

Here is one measure of the urgent need for 
a program of federal aid to the states for school 
construction. As the Committee for the White 
House Conference on Education said in its 
final report, our public schools “have fallen far 
behind both the aspirations of the American 
people and their capabilities. ... There is no 
doubt that a school building emergency exists.” 

The way to meet that emergency is by quick 
passage and quick execution of a federal aid 
program. 

Appreciation of the need is so universal that 
school aid faces little opposition on its merits. 
Yet there is a real chance that the bill will be 
defeated in the Senate, or filibustered to death, 
if it is amended to provide for withholding aid 
from districts which have not yet complied 
with the Supreme Court decision against racial 
segregation in public schools. 

Which is more important—getting an imme- 
diate start on acutely needed new school con- 
struction, or uttering a resounding but essen- 
tially useless congressional manifesto against 
segregation? We say useless, because it has 
been amply demonstrated that not Congress by 
legislation, but the courts by judicial and judi- 
cious administration, hold the key to full im- 
plementation of the Supreme Court school de- 
cision. 

The question answers itself. New schools come 
first. Unless Congress acts this summer, before 
adjournment, the classroom deficit now in 
prospect for 1959 will grow to a bigger deficit 
in 1960, and the 4,500,000 children who are 
now facing inadequate school facilities three 
years hence will. be swollen by thousands more 
four years hence. 

In these circumstances, a vote for the Powell 
Amendment will not necessarily advance the 
cause of racial equality, but will almost cer- 
tainly retard the cause of adequate schools for 
all. The practical course is plain. The House 
should defeat the Powell amendment, pass the 
school aid bill, and leave the segregation prob- 
lem to the courts.

As an aftermath of the Nicaro nickel inquiry, 
the public is left to judge. between Democratic 
charges of political influence and Republican 
denials of any such thing. Thus do campaign 
issues develop. But the findings of the House 
committee inquiry deserve public attention. 

The committee tound, as the majority report 
notes, several “inconsistencies” in testimony. 
Edward F. Mansure, who resigned as General 
Services Administrator during the inquiry, said 
he had not recommended Chicago Republican 
friends as insurance brokers for the Govern- 
ment’s nickel plant deal in Cuba. But the chief 
construction officer testified that Mr. Mansure 
had done so. 

The committee found, in any case, that Mr 
Mansure did regard such insurance business as 


“being part of the patronage system.” The 
former GSA chief even said such business 
should go to firms “friendly to the party,” 


though he later recanted. 

The committee found that while two com- 
panies held a joint contract for the Nicaro 
expansion project, and split $1,000,000 in fees, 
one company controlled by financier Louis 
Wolfson contributed little of the work. 

The committee also found that records perti- 
nent to the case had mysteriously disappeared 
though: one GSA agent testified that they con- 
tained “possible criminal allegations.” 

The attempt of House Republicans to dis- 
credit these findings would be more convincing 
if the Administration had shown more disposi- 
tion to get at the facts. The Justice Department 
has withheld microfilms of the missing records 
for eight months, pending an inquiry. Six 
months ago President Eisenhower ordered a 
White House inquiry. The investigations have 
produced no visible results.

For Bridges, Not Wedges 

French Foreign Minister Pineau wound up 
his visit to Washington at the same time Mar- 
shal Tito was concluding his long and chummy 
sojourn in Moscow. The coincidence of the 
events may be instructive 

What are we to do about Tito” 
without a penny, move him like a chessman 
into the enemy camp”? That is what Senators 
McCarthy and Jenner, and others who have no 
hesitation at trying to direct American foreign 
policy from the Senate floor, would do. And 
it must be confessed that as Tito and the Soviet 
bosses exchange overblown compliments and 
sign pacts of undying co-operation, the Yugo- 
slavs move into a different light from the one 
they occupied during the post-1948 estrange- 
ment with Stalinist Moscow 

The important thing is to grasp the substance, 
not the superficial appearance, of the new 
relationship between Moscow and Belgrade. If 
it were true that Tito bad become an uncondi- 
tional military ally of the Soviets, then of 
course our own relationship with him would 
require redefinition. Marshal Bulganin, perhaps 
in a deliberate attempt to embarrass Tito with 
the West, spoke of marching shoulder to shoul- 
der with Yugoslavia in any future war. 

But Tito is said to have assured Ambassador 
Bohlen that he himself has expressed no such 
sentiments, and has made no military commit- 
ments to the Russians. If that is true—if our 
best intelligence plus a rational assessment of 
Yugoslav behavior confirms it—then we should 
go slowly in taking any abrupt steps which 
might drive Tito into the very position of de- 
pendence on Moscow which we have sought to 
help him avoid. 

It would also be wise to take serious counsel 
of our allies. So far as the French are con- 
cerned, Foreign Minister Pineau has left no 
doubt on his visit to Washington that his own 
counsel is for more bridges, not more wedges, 
between East and West. 

He strongly urged the United States to liber- 
alize trade and cultural exchanges, not only 
with Russia but with Red China and other 
Communist lan@s. He suggested a more flexible 
attitude toward neutrals than Secretary Dulles’s 
view that neutrality ts “immoral.” And he

_ offered his own interpretation of Soviet motives, 


based on a recent visit to Moscow—that the 
new Russian line is a response to long-term 


domestic needs and so offers some hope of 


genuine improvement in external relations. 

It has become cominon to say that Russian 
tactics have changed, but not the basic Red 
strategy of world conquest. Yet the very fact 
that Titoism is not only tolerated but celebrated 
in Moscow may mark a profound change in 
Soviet strategy. Certainly the Western alliance 
cannot base a successful coalition policy on an 
outdated evaluation of Moscow's objectives.

Tragedy of Fire in Midair 

Fire in midair is the peril that most haunts 
airliner pilots. The safeguards against fire are 
many but still it takes its toll as it did Wednes- 
day in the moonlight over a calm Atla = 
had not yet struck when a propeller raced madly 
on the Venezuela-bound airliner an hour out 
of New York, causing the pilot to radio he was 
returning. He was 15 minutes out of New York 
when he radioéd he was preparing to dump his 
fuel. Five minutes later came the final message: 
“Gas caught fire.” 

A Coast Guard amphibian plane arrived in 
time to see the fire spread and the airliner 
plunge into the ocean with 74 persons. The 
shaken Coast Guard pilot described it as a 
“frightening sight.” What he had seen was the 
world’s worst disaster in regular airliner service. 
It was only exceeded in toll of lives by a char- 
tered plane crash in Wales in 1950 that killed 
80 and two Air Force crashes that killed 87 and 
129 in 1952 and 1953, respectively. 

The Linea Aeropostal Venezolana had an ex- 
cellent safety record. But this time luck ran 
against the pilot and his 12,000-hour flying rec- 
ord. Three engines were sufficient to keep his 
plane up for hours but he followed standard 
safety procedure and turned back. And he fol- 
lowed routine safety procedure when he 
dumped his fuel. His original trouble, which 
hai occurred in an engine in the left wing, was 
followed by the fatal fire in the right wing after 
the fuel was dumped. 

It was indeed a terrible sight that the Coast 
Guard pilot helplessly watched—a burning air- 
liner falling from 10,000 feet into the ocean. 
It took more than two minutes. The airliner 
sank in 120 feet of water, which means that 
divers should have relatively easy access to the 
wreckage. They may reveal what caused this 
tragedy. There is a bit of consolation in the 
fact that such inquiries usually result in increas- 
ing flight safety. 

Men took commercial aviation into the sky 
scarcely a generation ago. Those early flights 
were sometimes called gambles with death. 
Certainly the accident rate was many times 
what it is now. Today, for every plane lost 
there are hundreds of thousands of successful 
flights. The tragedy of the Venezuelan airliner 
should bring increased efforts to reduce the 
hazard of fire aloft.

Experts at Work 

Quietly and without fanfare work has begun 
on the important Metropolitan St. Louis Survey. 
This is the study of government in city and 
county that is being financed in large measure 
by the Ford Foundation and executed under 
auspices of St. Louis and Washington Univer- 
sities. 

Ahead of the 21 researchers who are on the 
job lie several months of hard digging for facts. 
Few sidewalk superintendents are likely to be 
attracted to the proceedings. But out of the 
work ought to rise the first detailed picture of 
the functioning and interrelationships of the 
metropolitan area's 97 city halls, 29 school dis- 
tricts, 23 sewer districts, 18 fire districts, the 
one metropolitan district, and so on. 

On the face of it that complex of local taxing 
bodies hardly appears to be the most efficient 
tool for orderly community development. But 
the university political scientists are starting 
with no preconceptions. Not until they have 
gathered the vital facts will they turn to the 
question of what changes in governmental struc- 
ture to consider. Right now, it is enough to 
know that disinterested experts have put our 
metropolitan organism under the microscope. 
That itself is a notable event.

Bedecked in his crimson robe, facing 94 dis- 
tinguished scholars in crimson robes, Doctor of 
Civil Laws Harry S. Truman remarked at Ox- 
ford University that he must have “a couple of 
dozen” honorary degrees. “But this is the 
really big one,” he said, after hearing the ad- 
dresses in Latin which he could not understand, 
and the exceptionally vigorous applause, which 
he could. 

Honorary degrees all depend. A_ search 
through the Truman biography in Who's Who 
separates those accomplishments of which Mr. 
Truman is proud from those others which are 
omitted, including his couple of dozen honorary 
degrees. Who's Who says that Harry S. Truman 
began work with The Kansas City Star, 1901; 
operated family farm, 1906-17; elected to US. 
Senate from Mo,, 1934; and so on. It gives his 
World War I record in some detail. But—no 
honorary degrees. 

For a thirty-third President of the United 
States, a couple of dozen honorary degrees may 
not seem so important, or at least not so im- 
portant as humble origins leading to long pub- 
lic service. But to a man who was time-keeper 
for railroad contractor, 1902, an honorary degree 
from Oxford ought to be as special as a special 
election return, and so it is. An honorary de- 
gree is as honorable as its recipient believes it 
to be.

How Serious Is [leitis? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Doctor who first described illness that led to President Eisen- 
hower's operation answers questions about it; says ileitis is not 
very common and not very serious, but is subject to recurrence; 
cause unknown, but age and heart condition not related to it.

The illness that led to President Eis- 
enhower’s operation is called “Crohn's 
disease.” Dr. Burrill B. Crohn first 
described ileitis—inflammation of the 
lower portion of the small intestine— 
to the medical world in 1932. He has 
observed more than 700 cases. 

Here, in answer to questions by a 
member of the board of editors of U. 
S. News & World Report, Dr. Crohn 
describes the nature of the disease, its 
effects and probable duration. 

Q. Is ileitis a very common disease, 
Dr. Crohn? 

A. No, it is relatively uncommon— 
not many people develop it. As far as 
the rarity of the 


disease is con- cei, 
cerned, it is rare, = 
but I have seen a» . 


over 700 cases my- 
self, so that is not 
so terribly rare. 

Q. Are there any 
figures as to what 
percentage of the Ff 
population contract 
the disease? 

A. It would be a 
very infinitesimal 
part of the popula- 
tion.

Q. What hap- Dr. Burrill B. Crohn 
pens during the 
course of the disease—what are the 


symptoms? 

A. Usually diarrhea, abdominal pains, 
gradual loss of weight, the development 
of anemia; occasionally, in the active 
phase, fever. The diagnosis is essen- 
tially made and confirmed by X-ray ex- 
amination. 

Q. Is ileitis considered a serious ail- 
ment? 

A. I consider it, in its usual form, a 
mild illness. 

Q. What is the usual form? 


A. Where the disease is limited to 
one segment of the small bowel—usual- 
ly the last 10 or 12 inches of the small 
intestine. 


Q. Does everyone who gets this par- 
ticular type require an operation? 

A. Most cases of ileitis eventually do 
require an operation, though we do at- 
tempt medical treatment. The object 
of medical treatment is to prepare the 
patient, over a long period of time, for 
the eventual operation if it becomes— 
and when it becomes—necessary. 

Q. I gather from that, then, that the 
disease recurs in an individual? 

A. The disease, once established, has 
a tendency to recur from time to time 
—sometimes after periods of months, 
and sometimes periods of years. Spon- 
taneous recoveries are very rare. 

Q. So that, sooner or later, everyone 
who gets it usually undergoes an oper- 
ation? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Is the operation considered a seri- 
ous one? 

A. No. The mortality of operations 
to ieitis today is—should be—reduci- 
ble to practically zero. 

Q. Are there any theories as to what 
causes ileitis—what sets it off? 

A. Nobody knows. That is the ques- 
tion which nobody can answer. There 
are certain factors: There is a tendency 
to familial involvement—more than one 
member of a family is uently in- 
volved; physicial trauma, ly 
automobile accidents, can set off ileitis. 
But, in general. I personally regard the 
most likely cause as an unknown virus 
which has yet to be isolated and iden- 
tified. 

Q. Would emotional strain be a con- 
tributing cause? 

A. I don't think that this is a psycho- 
somatic disease. 

Q. It sometimes is said that ileitis 
resembles ulcers. Does that mean the 
two are related? 

A. The two diseases are rarely asso- 


lar disease in the large bowel. That Is 


a much more severe illness. 


Q. Is there any relationship between 
a heart condition and ilietis? 

A. None at all. TIleitis is really a 
disease of young people. The heart 
never comes into play as a factor. 

Q. Does the age at which a person 
first develops ileitis have any bearing 
on the seriousness of it? 

A. No, I shouldn't think so. 

Q. It is no more serious in a young 
person than it is in an older person? 

A. No. It might even be more virile 
—more active—in its form in the 
younger person, 

Q. Does the disease recur in any im- 
portant number of cases after surgery? 

A. The recurrence rate at first was 
regarded as 10 per cent. In the course 
of another 10-year follow-up, Dr. John 
H. Garlock and I published a recur- 
rence rate of 2242 per cent. In the 
last 10 years, the recurrence rate has 
had to be still further hiked to approxi- 
mately 30 to 35 per cent. The reason 
for this is that, the longer you watch 
the disease—the longer you study the 
life history of it—the more frequent are 
late recurrences. 

Q. About the 35 per cent who have 
recurrences—is there any particular ez- 
planation for that? 

A. No, because the anastomosis (join- 
ing together of two sections of the bow- 
el) is supposedly made with healthy tis- 
sue, and yet, at some time in the future. 
the small bowel at that point may break 
down and cauSe a recurrence. Those 
recurrences, however, are usually lim- 
ited to a few inches, do not extend, and 
are usually treated expectantly (with 
routine conservative medical proced- 
ures). Rarely do we have to go back 
and reoperate. 

Q. Can a person be as strong after a 
successful operation for ileitis as he 
was before? 

A. Oh, yes. 

Q. In the case of Mr. Eisenhower, 
there is some questioning about why 
the diseased intestine was not removed, 
but was merely bypassed. lIesthere any 
particular explanation for that? 

A. I really shouldn't discuss the 
President's case because I have no 
personal knowledge of it. But I should 
say in general that they exercised splen- 
did judgment in not attempting to do 
anything more than they did. 

Q. Is it more common to remove the 
diseased portion of the intestine or to 
bypass it? 

A. We regularly employ the bypass 
operation. We employ or utilize the 
bypassing operation and we rarely re- 
sect the diseased portion. 

Q. What is the usual period a person 
can be expected to be laid up after 
surgery for ileitis? 

A. A matter of two or three weeks at 
most. 

Q. Does hurrying convalescence — 
such things as getting patients out of 
bed sooner—bring any grecter risk of 
recurrence? 

A. I don't think so. Ambulation Is 
good. 

Q. Do recurrences occur more often 
in older or younger people who have 
had ileitis? 

A. I'@o not think that age is a factor. 

Q. Is a person who has had surgery 
to relieve repeated attacks of ileitis 
more healthy after the operation than 
before? 

A. As far as the disease is concerned, 
he should hopefully be relieved of all 
or most of his complaints. 

Q. Would hard work after reeovery 
from an operation for ilcitis be likely 
to increase chances for a recurrence? 

A. No. 

@. Is malignancy ever associated 
with ileitis? Does cancer of that part 
of the intestine — occur? steit 

A. Malignancy never assoc 
with ileitis. Malignancy in the small 
bowel is extremely

Novel on a Sacred Theme 


THE SAME SCOURGE, by John Goldthorpe. (6. P. 

Putnam's Sons, 31! pgs., $3.75.) 

Reviewing a romantic novel with an 
intimate background of New Testament 
history and characters is a delicate as- 
signment. But writing one is surely a 
great deal more so. In the latter case 
the danger of having one’s own imagi- 
native flights taken as The Word by 
some less literate person is ever pres- 
ent. I do not hold, nor does Mr. Gold- 
thorpe apparently, with the folksy ap- 
proach to these sacred subjects; being 
reminded by contrast of a certain popu- 
lar account of the Easter story which 
seems to be re-published and widely 
acclaimed annually. Such an everyday 
treatment gives me an uncomfortable 
feeling of near-sacrilege. It is a kind of 
predigested pap that many take instead 
of the hard but nourishing bread of 
the Bible’s own words. 


John Goldthorpe, Kent, England, 
who studied for the ministry at one 
| time and has spent 

several years in 
Palestine, has writ- 
ten a plausible 
story of the begin- 
ning of Christiani- 
ty. He takes the 
character of Dorio, 
a young officer in 
the Roman army, 
who is sent to in- 
vestigate a spread- 
ing unrest which 
centers around Je- 
sus and His disci- 
ples, as matter-of- 
factly as the FBI 
might today be put 
on the trail of one whose motives are 
suspect. Jesus's teachings of goodness 
and His performance of miracles are not 
understood in their true light by the Ro- 
mans nor even by the Jews, who might 
have been expected to sanction one of 
their own. All of this makes Him the 
more mysterious to the young officer 
who tries to fathom His power accard- 


ing to standard operating procedure of 
the army.

Tiny Atom Particles Captured; 
Existence Suspected 20 Years 


WASHINGTON, June 21 
(UP) — Government scientists 
have confirmed the existence 
of phantom atomic particles so 
minute that one could pass 


through 300 trillion miles of 


solid lead without being 
stopped. 

Detection of the particles, 
known as neutrinos, was an- 
nounced today by the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

Their discovery resulted 


from work performed by 
a group of scientists led by 
Frederick Reines and Clyde 
Cowan Jr. of the Los Alamos, 
N. M., scientific laboratory. 

Dr. Willard F. Libby, acting 
chairman of the AEC. called 
the discovery a “magnificent 
accomplishment.” It further 
confirms one of the keystone 
laws of physics — that neither 
energy nor matter can be de- 
stroyed. 

For more than 20 years sci- 
entists have theorized that 
neutrinos existed. But until the 
AEC experiment succeeded, 
they had escaped detection. 
They have no electrical charge, | 
hence could not be “caught” 
fn electrical or magnetic fields, 
For all intents and, purposes, 
peutrinos pass through matter 
without coming into contact 


with any of the atomic einai 
from which matter is made. 


The scientists set up their | 


equipment near one of the large 
reactors at the Savannah River 
plant near Aiken, S.C. Into it 
they poured 
which was dissolved cadmium 
Salts to serve as the target for 
neutrinos coming from the re- 
actor. This target was “watched” 
by a detector containing more 
than 1000 gallons of sensitive 
liquid and 300 large photoelec- 
tric eyes. 

Despite the billions of neu- 
trinos coming from the reactor, 
only a few “captures” were ob- 


served each hour, the AEC said. | 


The theory of neutrinos was 
propounded to explain an oth- 
erwise unexplainable loss of 
energy when radioactive atoms 
/emitted .beta rays. 
trino represented the lost en- 
ergy. 

Libby said that “no imme- 


diate practical application of |

Two Days of Union Nego- 
tiations With Individual 
Companies Fail. 


NEW YORK, June 21 (AP)— 
The United Steelworkers re- 
sumed, joint contract talks to- 
day with Steel’s “Big Three" 
following two days of abortive 
negotiations on an individual 
firm basis. 

The union threatens to call 
out 650,000 workers in the basic 
steel industry if a contract set- 
tlement is not reached by June 
30—expiration date of the cur- 
rent contract. 

The Steelworkers broke off 
negotiations last Sunday with 
the “Big Three’’—United States 
Steel, Bethlehem and Republic 
—after turning down a “stand 
pat” offer by the companies. 

For the last two days union 
teams have negotiated separate- 
ly with each of.the “Big Three” 
and eight other firms. 

Yesterday those meetings 
were suspended, with Union 
President David J. McDonald 


saying: 
“Each company presented the 
identical proposal previously 


terdered to the union by the 
‘Big Three’ steel companies. 
“Each of the union negotiat- 
ing committees unanimously re- 
jected the industry’s proposal 
as entirely inadequate.” 
McDonald then asked for, and 
got. “Big Three” assent to re- 
sumption of joint sessions. 


The “individual” talks were 
conducted by union negotiating 
teams from the companies’ 
home areas. Following’ the 


breakdown in multiple negotia- 
tions, all members of the teams 
—except for the chairman and 
secretaries—headed for home. 
The union has asked for an 
unspecified but “substantial” 
wage rise, a 52-week layoff pay 
plan, time-and-a-half for Satur- 
day work, double pay for Sun- 
day work, an insurance program 
to be borne entirely by the 
companies, and other benefits.

MS HOSE beautiful peaches in 
the picture on this page 
aren't one bit more luscious | 

than some which have been in| 
St. Louis markets recently. 
Whoever coined the cliche 
“pretty as a picture” must have 
had something like this fruit 
in mind. 


We aren't recommending 
them as a good buy—not yet. 
But we just couldn’t resist a 
burst of enthusiasm concerning 
their beauty. And we also 
might mention that earlier pre- 
dictions of an excellent peach 
crop seem well justified. It 
looks like a fine peach season 
ahead. : 

We repeat, they aren't too 
plentiful yet and are still ex- 
pensive, but supplies are in- 
creasing and if the coloring 
and general appearance of this 


early fruit (especially that from / 


Arkansas) is a forerunner of 
the crop to come, better get 
out your favorite peach re- 
cipes; you will be wanting them 
before long. 


Early Transparent apples aré 


now coming to market. This 
variety, you will recall, makes 
delicious applesauce and pies. 
Of course these first shipments 
aren't as good as the ones 
which will follow, but be on the 
alert. 

Another fruit which rates 
special mention—early Royal 
apricots from California, an ex- 
ceptionally flavorful variety. 
They are rather moderately 
priced, and there are many to 
the pound so they go a long 
way. There will be cheaper 
apricots later in the season, 
naturally enough, but we doubt 
that they will equal these for 
jiavor. 

If you want to make the 
most of our local sour cherries, 
dont delay. They are here 
now, but they may not linger 
long. 

Shipments are increasing on 
California Bing cherries, which 
are high but select. 

Supplies of western canta- 
loupes are heavier, with qual- 
ity improving. However, not all 
of them now on the’ market are 
the best, so choose with care. 
Look for a well-netted melon 
with a good background color. 

Prices are working downward 
on watermelons, due tu in- 
creased supplies. There are a 
goodly number of Charleston 
grays around town this season 

Here is the way the straw- 
berry situation lines up as of 
this writing. The hot weather 
up north has taken a heavy toll 
of Michigan berries so that, at 
least temporarily, they are 
somewhat of a disappointment. 
Just how permanent this dam- 


age will be is, obviously, de- 
pendent upon the weather.

serves these few simple rules 

1. Always choose fresh, good 
quality fruits free from blem- 
ishes and uniform in size. ‘(Im- 
perfect and irregular fruits can 


be cut up for relishes, but 
thev should never be used if 
thev are.to be left whole o1 
halved 

2, Fruits may be _ silightl: 


under-ripe, but never dver-ripe 
3. All fruits should be washed 


gently but thoroughly to re- 
move dirt and grit which could 
start bacterial action 


4. Use the “short-cut” method 
of pickling. which calls, for dis- 
tilled white vinegar as both a 
flavoring and a preservative. 

The vinegar used in putting 
up spiced fruits and relishes is 
really important. First, from a 
safety angle, it is vital that you 
use a top-quality full-strength 
vinegar, one stabilized at an 
acidity of four to six per cent 
(40 to 60 grain \ weak oO! 
diluted vinegar is not an ade- 
quate preservative and may re- 
sult in early spoilage of fruit 
On the other hand, strong 
a vinegar can cause the fruit to

It is important to check 
the acid strength of the liquid

While any flavor of vinegar 


can be used as a preservative

trict’s first major construction | 
undertaking. 

Hoped to Start in June. | 

After the bond issue election, 
district officials said they 
hoped that construction con- 
tracts could be awarded about 
May 1, with actual work be- 


| ginning in June. 


Because it is estimated that 


the project will take a year 


to finish, officials expected 
that this summer would be the 
last hot-weather spell of sew- 
age nuisance for Maline resi- 
dents. However, if work does 
not begin until late this sum- 
mer, the sewer would not be 
finished until a corresponding 
period in 1957. 

In view of the difficulties in- 
volved in obtaining the ease- 
ments, or rights-of-way, officials 
acknowledged that the original 
estimate that work could be 
started this month was “very 
optimistic.” 

William Q. Kehr, executive 
director of the district, said 
the project will be built in sec- 
tions, with work in progress on 
more than one section at a 
time in order to finish the 
sewer as quickly as possible. 

Sub-trunk lines will be hook- 
ed into each section as it is 
finished and joined to the rest 
of the sewer down-creek, he 
added, saying that in this way, 
part of the trunk line could 
be put in use before the entire 
project was finished. 

Bids Delayed. 

Attorneys for the district said 
that bids could not be taken 
on any section of the sewer un- 
til all easements for that sec- 
,tion have been obtained. 

Engineering of the lower part 
of the project has been done 

. Pitzman’s Company of Sur- 

eyors and Engineers. The dis- 
| trict has modified a 1952 survey 
| by Fulton Engineering Co., for: 
| the upstream part. 
| A temporary sewer line car- 
rying raw sewage from the Car- 
sonville area to a sewage treat- 
ment plant in Berkeley was 
completed last week.

District officials also have

BROOKLYN, June 2i—If 
there’s anything more insidious 
jn baseball than the garden- 
variety base on balls, it’s a walk | 
that opens an inning. And if 
there’s one thing worse than 
an inning-opening walk, it’s a 
plain-vanilla pass to an oppos- 
ing pitcher. 

Wilmer (Vinegar Bend) Mi- 
vell, a strong-armed fast-firing 
big boy who as a hurler barely 
has graduated to long pants, 
might have learned one of the 
more painful lessons of pitch- 
ing life yesterday at Ebbets 
Field, where Manager Fred 
Hutchinson had enough confi- 
dence in him to defy the world | 
champion Brooklyn Dodgers’ 
Savage reputation against 
southpaws. 

Hutchinson pitched with De- 
troit several years back when) 
Hal Newhouser, a dandy left- 
hander, worked in a manner 
which didn’t make any differ- 
ence whether a hitter walked | 
up to the plate left-handed, 
right-handed or without a bat. 
“If,” said Hutch, 
ot as much stuff as a New-| 
Saeer or a Mizell—no frankly, | 
Im not putting Vinegar in 
Hal’s class yet — a manager 
isn’t going to let ’em lose a 
pitching turn.” 

So Mizell went forth yester- 
day afternoon in cool weather 
made to order for him, pitch- 
ing against a right-handed-hit- 
ting lineup favored by a wind 
blowing to left field. He was 
only the third southpaw to start 
against the Dodgers this sea- 
son, the first in Flatbush, 
where none has finished since 
Luis Arroyo,. then with the 
Cardinals, lost on a _ ninth-in- 
ning homer by Jackie Robinson 
more than a year ago.

It’s true that Junior Gilliam 
scratched a single immediately 
after the walk to Craig and that 
Pee Wee Reese’s sharp ground- 
er, a possible double-play ball, 
bad-hopped over Stan Musial’s 
head for a double. But it’s also 
painfully true that except for 
the pass to Craig, who must 
have learned how not to hit out 
of a mail-order catalogue, Mu- 
sial would have been in the 
first baseman’'s normal position, 
instead of having to hold the 
long drink of water on first 
base, and would have handled 
the hit that squibbed off Gil- 
liam’s bat.

NEW YORK, June 21 (INS)— 
Everything is normal in base- 
ball. 

The National League stand- 
ings have undergone their daily 
shakeup, and in the, American 
League, Mickey Mantle still is 
rocketing guided missiles into 
the stratosphere. 

Master Mickey hit two tower- 
ing wallops—Nos. 26 and 27— 
into Detroit’s distant centerfield 
stands in successive innings, the 
seventh and eighth, last night 
during the New York Yankees’ 
4-to-1 defeat of the Tigers 

The “new” Babe Ruth there- 
by went 18 games and 18 days 
ahead of the Ruth schedule in 
the Babe's record year. Mantle’s 
attack on the record is the best 
ever made at this stage. 

The two players who came 
closest to the mark—other than 
Ruth himself — were Jimmy 
Foxx in 1932 and Hank Green- 
berg in 1938.

Foxx 
had 29 homers at the end of 
June and Greenberg had 24 
There’s the usual note of cau-

Barring extraordinarily 
swift recovery, he will miss 
the Amateur Athletic Union 
championship in Bakersfield 
this weekend, which is his 
only remaining opportunity to 
qualify in the 200, and there 
is grave doubt that he will 
be fit a week later for the 
Olympic finals at 100. 

If that happens, then under 
the rules he may not go to 
Melbourne in November ex- 
cept as a tourist paying his 
own fare. It will be a griev- 
ous disappointment to him 
but an irresistable opportuni- 
ty for the professional scolds 
of press and radio to horse- 
whip our Olympic officials.

ELL, Bob Satterfield gave 
W sonia Summeriin of 

Detroit a good trimming 
in 10 rounds at Chicago and 
thereby saved himself from 
the discard in the fight game, 
at least for the moment. 

This boxer who 
has been knocked out 12 
times in his career, also won 
31 bouts by knockouts and 
nine -by -.decision. He has 


had chance after Chance at 
the top rung but always 
failed to grab the brass ring 
when it went by. 

The chief reason for his 
failures seems to be a lack of 
proper determination and 
willingness to pay the price 
of success in boxing which 
means hard work in the form 
of rigorous training. 


Even against Summerlin he 
seemed to tire in the late 
rounds and a man whom he 
had knocked out of the ring 
in the third round and given 
a bad beating in the fourth 
was able to come back strong- 
ly enough to take the final 
round and have Satterfield in 
trouble near the finish. 

Bob was born in St 
but has done most of his 
boxing out of Chicago He 
has fought many of the best 
in his long career and was 
never sought after as an 
opponent because of the re- 
spect in which he was held 
because of the explosive 
power in his right hand. 

Fans have liked to see him 
perform because it usually 
meant that either he knocked 
out his opponent or was him- 
self knocked out. 


Summerlin showed himself 
against Satterfield to be a 
big, strong fellow, not too 
quick but able to take a 
punch and come back. He is 
still young and will, no 
doubt, overcome his failure 
to go ahead. 

But what about Satterfield? 
A few more fights against 
younger, more rugged foes 
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probably at the prevailing TV 
television wage which is a 
pretty goaod payday but not 
sufficient to provide security. 


If Bob continues to go 
ahead he'll likely finish his 
career: not in the best physi- 
cal condition because he's 
taken a lot in his time, not 
counting the knockouts which 
he suffered because he's 
never seemed to be greatly 
affected by them nor is he 
marked much from his nu- 
merous bouts. 


At 33 years of age, though, 
there is danger in his con- 
tinuing in the ring because 
he'll never be _ considered 
championship material, even 
though he might on any given 
night beat a champion. The 
chief contenders for the 
throne Rocky Marciano va- 
cated won't take a chance 
with Satterfield and he'll get 
nothing but tough youngsters 
to fight. 

He's had many of them. 
They fed him to Rex Layne 
when it seemed the Salt 
Lake City heavyweight was 
on his way up. Satterfield 
floored Rex in the first round 
at Madison Square Garden 
but Layne got up, fought 
back and finally stopped Bob 
in a really rough bout 

Then he had a chance at 
Ezzard Charles He rocked 
Charles too, with one punch 
although Charles denied lat- 
er that he had felt it. Ring- 
siders, however, saw Ezzard 
wobble but he recovered and 
with one smash knocked out 
Satterfield. 


Summerlin can be written 
off as a likely challenger for 
the heavyweight title, at the 
present, at least. So one by 
one they're being eliminated 
and it appears that the win- 
ner of the match between 
Archie Moore and Floyd Pat- 
terson, when it is held, will 
step into the spot left vacant 
by Marciano’s retirement. 


And then perhaps Rocky 
will listen to the~siren song 
of the greenbacks and try a 
comeback in a match with the 
victor.

Out of Same Old Vegetable Rut 


Here Are Some Recipes to Try for Something a Littie Different 


By Hoyt Alden 


S some sage once remarked 
A avout cooking in general, 
the simplest way is the best 
way, until it gets monotonous. 

This is particularly true of 
vegetables. There are few things 
to compare with the natural 
flavor of almost any vegetable, 
if it is properly cooked and you 
have a good appetite. But any- 
thing can pall, and that’s why 
we have recipes. 

Take, for instance, asparagus. 
The simple way is to clean the 
asparagus well, break the stems 
off at the point where they 
break naturally, put them in as 
little boiling, salted water as 
possible, cover them so they 
will steam, and when they are 
cooked to the tenderness you 
like, flavor them well with salt 
and pepper and butter. 

But when you want some- 
thing different, try this: 

Select some fat, fresh aspara- 
gus, and cook the tender ends 
in salted water at a galloping 
boil. Cook them until they’re 
not quite tender and then drain 
them. Put them in a buttered 
baking dish and cover them 
with a fairly thick layer of 
rich cream sauce, which has 
been flavored with just a touch 
of grated onion. 

Then cover all this with a 
quarter-inch layer of grated 
cheese, dot it with Butter and 
dust it with paprika and a gen- 
erous pinch of mace. Put it 
under the broiler and let it 
cook until it is browned lightly.

HEN you begin to get a 
Witte tired of your cauli- 
flower flavored only with 
butter and salt and pepper, or 
lemon juice or cheese sauce, 
try this: 

Cook the cauliflower in boil- 
ing water with a little lemon 
juice.

Mashed potatoes can pall 
pretty quickly. Of course, there 
are a lot of other ways to fix 
potatoes, but even mashed po- 
tatoes don’t have to be monot- 
onous. Put these in front of 
your family or friends some 
time, and give them the sur- 
prise of their lives: 


wash and stem them. Melt a 
stick and a half of butter in a 
frying pan and add a cup of 
finely chopped onions. Cook 
them without ‘browning them 
for about three minutes and 
then add the mushrooms and 
cook them until they’re tender. 
Season the mixture to taste 
with salt and pepper, add a 
couple of tablespoons of 
chopped parsley and cook an- 
other minute or so.

O MANY people, spinach is 

monotonous after the first 

time they eat it. For people 
who feel that way about spinach, 
try spinach cooked in cream. 
It's simple, delicious, and cer- 
tainly different. Like this: - 

Wash three pounds of fresh 
spinach well. Shake it dry. Then 
put it oma cloth and dry it 
some more. To do this properly, 
you have to get all the excess 
moisture from the spinach. 

Now break off the stems and 
put the tender leaves in a chop- 
ping bowl and chop it rather 
coarsely. Then put three fourths 
of a cup of rich cream in a 
sauce pan. Drain off any mois- 
ture or juice which may have 
accumulated in the spinach dur- 
ing the chopping, and then add 
it to the cream. 

Cover the pan, bring it to a 
quick boil, shaking it now and 
then. An enamel sauce pan is 
best for this. Cook it about five 
minutes after it comes to a boil, 
take it off the fire, season it 
with salt and pepper and serve 
it hot. 

It’s hard for fresh green peas 
right out of the pod to get 
monotonous, but if such a thing 
should happen to you, try them 
with mint. Shell six or eight 
pounds, and put them in a pan 
with three sprigs of mint. Add 
just enough boiling water to 
cover and cook them until 
they're tender. Drain off the 
water and add six tablespoons 
of butter. Season lightly with 
salt and pepper and put them 
in a hot bowl and setve them 
at once.

SYCHIATRY has grown up. In maturing it has—like 
P ssciescen children—been subjected to the taunts of 
older medical statesmen and to the doubts and suspicions 
of the general public. The teen-ager will tell you it was 
difficult getting his elders 
to understand him — his 
idiosyncrasies and his 
problems. My psychiatrist 
friends who have suffered 
through the growing pains 
of their specialty tell me it 
was not easy in the begin- 
ning. They, too, had to put 
up with suspicion, misun- 
derstanding and actual dis- 
‘trust. With it all came the 
> inevitable “psychiatrist 
: Me eG iokes.” 
DR. PETER STEINCROHN Here is the very first 
joke I heard about psychiatrists. Two psychiatrists are de- 
scending in the elevator of their office building late in 
the afternoon. Each has hada busy day. The older psychia- 
trist is freshly attired, wears a boutonniere and seems re- 
laxed and free from tension. The young psychiatrist appears 
worn. His tie is askew, his shirt is rumpled and he is per- 
spiring. He looks at the older man and says; “I can’t under- 
stand it. Here you and I have had a full, trying day in the 
office. I am shot! As for you, I'd say you look as uncon- 
cerned as when I saw you early this morning. How do you 
do it? How can you listen to the troubles of so many fellow 
“human beings all day and not be affected? How can you 
possibly listen to it all?” 
The elderly psychiatrist looked at his young colleague 
and answered without hesitation: “Who listens?”

LIKE MANY GOOD STORIES, this one has a point. 
I have always considered it one of the best because there 
is a lesson in it for all of us—laymen and doctors alike. It 
is this: large, sympathetic ears are an essential part of the 
doctor’s armamentarium. Often we can get along without 
our stethoscope, blood pressure machine and dozens of other 
diagnostic instruments; but never without our ears and 
sympathy for our patients. 
We cannot possibly put ourselves in our patient's shoes 
and feel how he suffers: we cannot make a complete patient- 
urvey unless we listen to him. I write this for doctors who 
have been letting themselves get too busy to practice good 
medicine. I write this for patients who do not know any 
better. For those of you who think that all that is necessary 
for the doctor to do to earn his fee is to make a cursory ex- 
amination and write a prescription. 


& = i= 
THERE ARE MANY DEFINITIONS of the “good doc- 
r.” I consider one of the most essential ingredients is his 
desire and willingness to listem to your trouble. This is true 


for any kind of doctor: whether psychiatrist, general prac- 


titioner or dermatologist. 

Patients often ask me how a layman—with no actual 
measuring stick—can evaluate a doctor. I tell them what I- 
tell you now: How large are his ears? Is he a listener? Or 
do you have the feeling as you relate your complaint that 
he would like to get rid of you as soon as possible; so that 
he can clean out his waiting room? If so, you have a right 
to distrust his ‘ability to help you even if he is a “well- 
trained man.”

dark day some eight years 
ago when her cheek suddenly 
became numb, prelude to a 
series of attacks destined to 
paralyze her completely and 
cause everyone—except Colleen 
—to give up hope. 

A slim, pretty brunette, still 
in her teens, she had gone from 
Kansas City, Kan., to the big- 
time band of Red Nichols as 
soloist. Then she had appeared 
in Houston, Tex., with a num- 
ber of bands and was apparent- 
ly on her way to stardom as a 
singer. Married to a musician, 
she was expecting her first 
child when the creeping at- 
tacks became more severe and 
suddenly, without warning, crip- 
pled her completely. 

Multiple sclerosis, said the 
doctors.

BUT A FEW MONTHS later, 
the paralysis attacks began, re- 
turning with increasing fre- 
quency until the most severe 
one sent her to the hospital, 
there to begin a long, weary 
fight back to health. 

From July to October she 
couldn't talk but gradually her 
voice came back and by the 
next Mother’s Day she was able 
to be out of the hospital and 
on her feet—with help from 
her mother. Gradually, her legs 
gained strength and although 
she still needs assistance over 
the rough spaces, she has de- 
veloped a physical independence 
that her doctors never thought 
possible a few years ago. 

“I think much of my improve- 
ment is due to my determina- 
tion,” she said. “It’s slow, but 
it’s sure. I’m determined to get 
back to normal.” 

Living at home with her par- 
ents and Jacque, she does much 
of the work while her mother 
is employed. She does all the 


cooking, takes care of her 
daughter, and runs small er- 
rands. 


Colleen, bright-eyed and 
pretty, with no hint in her face 
of the pain and discouragement 
she has suffered, is what she 
terms a “furniture walker.” She 
grasps articles of furniture to 
help propel herself across a 
room, a far cry from those first 
days of recovery when her 


mother literally dragged her in ~* 


an effort to teach her to walk 
all over again.
